The water works board held an in- 


teresting session Tuesday evening, at 
which considerable business was trans- 
acted. 
When tbe schedule of $ 1,046.05 


was read and came up for allowance 
Mr. Blomeyer objected to the item of 
$16 extra compensation allowed Clerk 
Hall for looking after the Olay town 
ship water rental. 
Mr. Blomeyer was 


of the opinion that Olay township 
should pay this extra if there was to be 
an extra allowance. 
Furthermore, he 


said he had consulted the city solicitor 
and obtained a written opinion from 
him, declaring the board's action iu 
increasing the clerk's salary illegal. 
He produced the solicitor's report and 
handed it to Clerk Hall with a reqnest 
that it be read. 
The cleik snatched it 


eagerly and began reading it to him 
self. 


'Did the board esk for any report 


from the solicitor on this 
matter?" 


asked the ole-'k, who wno determined to 
suppress the city solicitor's opinion 


"No, I don't care to hear anything 


about it. 
We have settled that mat 


er,'! replied Mr. Homer. 
The dark 


continned reading the report to him- 
self. 
The vote on the schedule was 


announced as "three ayes," and the 
clerk will get his $15 extra compensa- 
tion 
for collecting Clay 
township 


water rent. 


,Mr. Selby, of Drew, Selby & Co., 


explained to the board the need of bet- 
ter water supply at tbe shoe factory. 
The superintendent was ordered to lay 
a six-inch pipe from Galtia street to 
Seventh and Findlay. 


The clerk reported that Louis Shearer 


had a house wbioh had been without a 
tenant 
for few.o months past. 
He 


wanted a rebate. 
The board decided 


tbat no rebate could be given in such 
oases. 


The two-inoh pipe on John 
street, 


between Ninth and Tenth, was ordered 
renewed. 


The clerk asked for an opinion from 


the board relative to construction to be 
placed on section 85 of the by-laws 
relative to persons not regular plumbers 
making connections. 
The hoard held 


to a strict interpretation of the letter of 
the law. 


A oommnnnioation was read from 


the Spring Lane Distilling Co., saying 
it would be impossible for them to 
allow a tap to be made in their pipe to 
supply the city hospital with water. 


A lengthy, communication was re- 


ceived from the board of health, asking 
that the water works board cease issuing 
permits to plumbers not 
regularly 


licensed by the plumbing board. On 
motion of Mr. Homer, action on the 
matter was deferred until 
another 


meeting, in order that the members 
may become better informed as to the 
law in the case. 
Mr. Homer expressed 


himself as not in sypmathy with the 
spirit of the alleged law which was in- 
tended as a stab at some of the host 
plumbing establishments in the city, 


Mr. Homer,called the attention of 


;he board to the fact that in the distri- 
bution of 
the 
board's 
advertising 


patronage the Times should by right 
coiae in for an equal share of the 
Hoard's favors. 
Mr. Homer paid the 


Times a neat little compliment in re- 
lerring to its wide escalation and 
general excellence as the leading news* 
paper of the city. Mr. Dice said some- 
thing about economy as the only reason 
why the Times had not been remorn- 
jered in the way of patronage. Mr. 
Blomejer acquiesced in the sentiment 
expressed by Mr. Homer, 


As the coal contract expires the first 


of January, the clerk was authorized to 
advertise for bids for nut and alack 
and pea and slack coal for the coming 
year. 
Mr. Homer said when slack was 


ipocifled it did cot mean dirt, and the 
sentiment of the board was to buy a 
)etter grade of coal than that now 
jeing supplied. 
Bids are to be adver- 


iised in the Times, Blade, Tribune, 
Correspondent and Press. They will be 
opened at a special meeting of the 
:caid Monday evening, December 27th. 


Mr. S. O. Titns was present at the 


meeting and brought up the question of 
water rental at the Star uhoe factory. 
He explained they were paying $75 
which he considered too high, inas- 
much as the Excelsior factory only paid 
$50. 
The board concluded to visit the 


factory next Friday, investiagte and 
fix a satisfactory rate. 


The board then adjourned. 
THE SUPRPESSED REPORT. 
Following is the report of the city 


solicitor relative to thb legality of the 
increase in the clerk's salary, as sub- 
mitted by Mr. Blomeyer and suppressed 
by the board: 
To the Honorable, The Trustees of the 


Water Works: 
•One of yonr members, Mr. Blomeyer, 


has requested me to give you an opin- 
ion on the* law relating to increasing 
the salary of the clerk of the water 
works board. 


Section 1717 of the revised statues of 


Ohio provides: "The emoluments of 
an officer whose election or appoint- 
ment ia provided for in this title shall 
in no case be increased or diminished 
during the term for which he may be 
elected or appointed." 


Section 2409, revised statutes of 


Ohio, provides: "The trustees shall 
receive a fixed salary, to be determined 
by the council, and tbe trustees or 


board shall manage, conduct and con 
trol the work, furnish supplies of 
water, collect water rents and appoim 
all necessary officers and agents anc 
fix the teron of office and amount of 
salary of each officer and agent so ap- 
pointed. 


Section 2410 of the revised statutes, 


among other things provides: "Thai 
the trustees shall be authorized to make 
by-laws and regulations, and when 
made shall nave the same validity as 
ordinances." In pursuance of 
this 


authority the trusts adopted by laws 
and regulations when it is provided, in 
the last part of section 1, as follows: 
"It shall be the duty of the said trustees 
to appoint a superintendent, first anc 
second engineer at the pumping works, 
a secretary of the trustees of the water 
works and such other officers 
and 


agents as may be necessary and to fix 
the term of office and the compensation 
to be paid each officer or agent before 
the appointment." 


From the foregoing it is clear that 


the present clerk of the water works, 
or secretary, is such an officer whose 
compensation cannot be increased" or 
diminishedd during the term for which 
he was appointed. 


The matter of extra compensation 


allowed officers cannot be better set 
forth than by quoting Tiedman on 
Municipal Law, pait of section 79, on 
page 120: "An official cannot claim 
an extra allowance of salary for the 
discharge of incidental duties, even 
though his compensation be grossly in- 
adequate; if the duties pertaining to 
his office be materially increased after 
his acceptance of his offio3 and his 
entrance upon the performance of hia 
duties. His only remedy in such cases 
is resignation. 
A promise to reward 


an officer, to pay him an extra sum be- 
yond uis legal compensation for a faith- 
ful performance of jthat which was his 
official duty to do, is void, as without 
consideration and cannot be enforced 
by the official. 
If, however, the officer 


be employed or compelled by law to 
render services altogether 
unofficial, 


which are not merely an extension o£ 
his official duties and incidental there- 
to, and which could as well be per- 
formed by any other person, he may 
especially, if such service entail upon 
him extra trouble and expense, recover 
additional compensation therefor." 


The idea seems to be that If it is 


simply an extension of duties of an 
officer no extra compensation can be 
allowed. 
But if the services are such 


that it cannot be reasonably considered 
a part of the ordinary duties of the 
officer an are impose upon him, extra 
compensation may be allowed. 


The above is the law on the subject. 


The facts as they exist is a matter for 
your own consideration.

The Home of the Hot Devils. 


The greatest natural wonder in Java, 


If not in the entire world, is the justly 
celebrated Gheko Kamdha Gumko, or 


home of the hot devils," known to 


the world as the Island of Fire. Thia 
geological eccentricity is really a lake 
of boiling mud, situated at about the 
center of the plains of Grobogana, and 
is called an island because of the great 
emerald sea of vegetation which sur- 
rounds it and gives it that appearance 


The "island" is about two miles in 


fircumference and is situated at a dis- 
tance of almost exactly 50 miles from 
Solo. Near the center of this geological 
freak immense columns of soft, hot mud 
may be seen continually rising and fall- 
ing like great timbers thrust through 
the boiling substratum by giant hands 
and then quickly withdrawn. 


Besides the phenomenon of the boil- 


ing mud columns there are scores of gi- 
gantic bubbles of hot slime that fill up 
like huge balloons and keep up a series 
of constant explosions, the intensity of 
the detonations varying with the size of 
the bubble.

The tendency iu all the French res- 


taurants of the present day is to pre-

Meals are eaten in a greater hurry 
than formerly, even iu France, where 
it used to be the habit during the 
fiercest revolutionary and communistic 
struggles when the time of dejeuner 
came for each si do to stop fighting for 
an hour or BO and devote themselves to 
the midday meal. The hurry and anx- 
iety of modern life are slowly destroying 
whatever was distinctive in French 
cooking, -which cannot bo properly done 
in haste or when food is- required in 
very large quantities. 


The development of club life ia partly 


responsible for this, and the latter is 
only another sign of the deep lying so- 
cial problems which confront modern 
existence at every step. Men _in fash- 
ionable society dine more frequently at 
the club than they do at their own 
homes. Fewer people rnarry than for- 
merly. Home life is decreasing and club 
life increasing. Hence the last refuge 
of the Parisian chef is at the fashion- 
able clubhouses, which are now counted 
by the score, and most of -which set 
very good tables.—Chautauquan.

time, aud at every point between Sandy 
point and Hoopers strait it is ebb tide 
at that time, or when the moon rises or 
sets, and at all points above Sandy point 
it ia flood tide, even to the head of tide 
water in every tributary of tbe bay 
above Sandy point.—Baltimore Ameri- 
can.

made on November 1st for the month 
of October. 
While some improvement 


is shown, the condition of wheat at 
this time is still thirty-seven points 
below a fair average condition and will 
not go into winter in a sufficiently vig- 
orous oonditiion to withstand freezing 
and 
thawing. 
A favoiable winter, 


with considerable snow protection, is 
required, to protect and advance the 
plant toward anything like a fair aver- 
age prospect. 


This is thfi first report of the year 


estimating the coin crop in bushels. 
While many counties show a fair avei- 
age production, there are also many 
that show from a poor to a medium 
product. 
This uneven distribution of 


the crop is in a great treasure due to 
the season. The crop was late in being 
planted and the condition of the soil 
during tbe planting season was not 
good and considerable had to ba re- 
planted. 
Taking the state as a whole, 


there is, however, a fairly good crop 
of corn, compared with a series of 
years. 
Ib is estimated to be about 


twenty-seven bushels short of the crop
